Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Punjab in the Fourteenth Year 
of the Republic of India as follows: 

1, Short title . — This Act may be called the Punjab Courts (Amendment) Act,

made over to them by the District Judge of the District as the case 

may be . 
( 3 ) While dealing with and disposing of the cases referred in sub - section 

( 2 ) , ail Additional District Judge shall be deemed to be the Court of 
the District Judge ." 
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4 . Amendment of section 29 of Punjab Act vi of 1918 , - In section 29 of the 
principal Act, for the words " five hundred rupees " , the words " two thousand 
rupees " shall be substituted , 

5 . Amendment of section 38 of Punjab Act VI of 1918 . - In section 38 of the 
principal Act, for the words " Additional Judge” occurring twice , the words 
Additional District Judge ” shall be substituted .

( 2 ) Every certificate of survey shall be issucd in duplicate by the Principal 
Oficer or in his absence by the Surveyor carrying out his duties. 


( 3 ) The owner or master of every ship for which a certificate of survey has 
been granted shall cause one of the duplicates thereof to be affixed , and kept 
affixed so long as the certificate remains in force and the ship is in use on some 
Iconspicuous part of the ship where it may be easily read by all persons on board 
thereof. 


5 . Expired , Cancelled , or Suspended Certificates of Survey . - Every certificate 
of survey granted under the Act which has expircd or has been cancellcd or 
suspended , shall be forwarded as soon as possible to the Principal Officer by whom 
the certificate was originally issued . 


6 . Penalty . -- Whoever commits a breach of any of the provisions of these rules 
shall be punishable with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees , and if 
the breach is a continuing one, with further fine which may extend to Afty rupees 
for every day after the first during which the breach continues.
